1. That the petitioner being an elector in Dausa House of the People Consti¬ 
tuency 13 entitled under the Representation of the Peoples Act 1961 to submit 
this petition to challenge the election of the Respondent. The elctoral Roll 
Number of the Petitioner is 170 in village Kuntalwas m the electoral roU of the 
said constituency. 

2. That one Shri Narain was a candidate at the said election and had present¬ 
ed his nomination paper completed in the prescribed form signed by the said 
candidate and by an elector of the said Constituency as prosper. 

3. That the Returning Officer on the date of scrutiny rejected the nomination 
paper of Shri Narain on the ground that the entries in column No. 2 of the 
Nomination paper was not properly filled. 

4. That the respondent was declared elected on the 15th March, 1967, 

5. That the petitioner submits that the rejection of nomination paper of 
Shri Narain is illegal and improper on the following grounds; — 

(ij That the nomination paper having been filled in accordance with the 
provisions of law, the Returning Ofilcer could not legally reject the 
nomination paper. 

(iil That the identity of the candidate and the proposal were not in dispute 
and therefore, the nomination paper could not legally be rejected; 

(lii) That even if there was any error it being at the most of clerical or 
technical nature the Returning Officer should have permitted the 
correction if at all the said entry required any correction; 

(iv) That even if it be regarded that it was a mistake the mistake not being 

of substantial character the nomination paper could not legally be 
rejected by the Returning Officer; 

(v) That the Returning Officer rejected the Nomination paper in utter 

disregard of the provisions of Sec. 33 and 36 of the Representation of 
the People Act, 1961. 

6. That by improper rejection of the Nomination Paper the result of the elec¬ 
tion has been materially affected. 

7. That the petition is presented within 45 days from the date of declaration. 

8. That the receipt for the deposit of security amount is attached herewith. 

It is, therefore, prayed; — 

(a) That the petition be accepted and the election of respondent be 
declared void; 

tb) That the respondent be unseated; 

(c) That the Cost of this petition be awarded.
